| Witbin the past thirteen months six 
murders have been committed in Napa 
valley. 

The total assessment values of 
Montana for the year 1882 foot up

SLAUGHTERING DEER. 


An Outrage That Should be Stop- 
ped at Once. 

The Times-Review, commenting on 
an article recently printed in the Ga- 
ZETTE about wanton slaughter of deer 
by Indians merely for hides, says:

: DOWN IN MEXICO. 


Letter From a Weil-HKnown Ne- 
vadan Who is Traveling in a 
Slow Country. 

Frontara Tosasco, Mexico, 
December 19, 1882. 


Eprrox Gazetre:—I am far away 
and waiting for passage io a fearfully 
lazy country, and for fear I will fall 
into the indolent habits of these peo- 
ple of this tropical climate, I will try 
while I remain down here to send a 
line to you or others on the Pacific 
Coast. This is a town of 2,000 pop 
ulation, and the streets are straight 
and beautifully green with grass, 
except the narrow and crooked trails 
in which these bare-footed,unenterpris- 
ing people walk. It is on the Sua 
Juan river, which is 12 miles wide 
here, six miles from its mouth at the 
Gulf of Mexico; and a besutiful river 
it is, (if it did not haveso many 
crocodiles in it) and navigable for 75 
miles into the interior, or to San Juan 
Bautista, the capital city of the State 
of Tobasco. There are only two or 
three drays or hand carts here, as all 
articles are carried upon 

THE BACKs OF THE PEOPLE. 

There is not even atruck for un- 
loading the freight of ships, and no 
wharf, but 6 ship can lay almost 
against the banks ofthe river. I see 
soap, flour, cotton goods, potatoes, 
liquors, onions and paper unloading 
from the ship I came on, and I see 
nothing but logwood and mahogany 
being experted. This is my sixth day 
from Vera Cruz (210 miles away) on 
the road to San Juan Bautista, my 
objective point, which will give you 
an idea of the rapid way in which we 
travel on board asteamship on the 
Gulf of Mexico, and that is about a 
sample of the velocity of everything 
here. We lett Vera Cruz on the 
13th instant, but instead of coming 
directly ia here we, went past 
75 miles to Laguna, and arrived there 
at daylight on the 15th, unloaded a 
little freight, and remained there all 
day (to rest our engine I suppose), 
and started back here at 10:30 P. u., 
and at 2 A. M. we met a north wind, 
or gale, turned back, missed the en- 
trance to the port of Laguna — which 
is six miles wide—in broad daylight, 
because of a rain- cloud coming along 
at the time we should bave entered, | 
and then we ran out to sea aud 
ROLLED AND TOSSED 
Until the iusides—or all that would 
tear out of us 14 passengers—were on 
the deck or ia the berths with us, 
while the dishes, tumblers and mova- 
ble furniture were all smashed. I 
never saw such a day and night, nor 
do I ever want to see or experience 
another like it. They have what is 
known down here as “ Northers,” or 
terrible wind storms from the north, 
all Winter, and vessels keep far from 
shoal water, or in the miserably poor 
barbors on the Gulf, or they get 
wrecked. Other ports quarantine 
against this port op account of cholera, 
but I am told that none exists here at 
present. Eighteen strong white sea- 
men died during the last six weeks at 
Laguna of yellow fever, and one died 
in Vera Cruz while I wasthere. I am 
told that there is scarcely a menth or 
a week in the year that some Ameri - 
can or Europeaa does not die along 
here from yellow fever. I have main- 
tained for several years that all febrile 
diseases are diseases of filth, and am 
perfectly sure of it now. I only won- 
der that more foreigners do not die 
down here, as excess in eating and 
drinking is the rule. Everything is

And meat is the _ staple food; 
wine st every meal, and coffee upon 
rising and going to bed, I am ex- 
perimentiong to see how much I can 
stand and keep thy good health, I 
drank one glass of champagne cider 
last eveving, and a cup of chocolate 
this morning, and have just sworn off, 
Oranges and plain food for me now, 
or I turn my toes up to the millions of 
insects that abound in this hot climate 
ere the Summer arrives. Thirty-five 
pounds of good flesh have been sacri- 
ficed already for the sake of health, 
The langu is difficult, but I must 
learn it. omen are thick around 
the gambling tables here, but the 
money pile is small. The thermom- 
eter marks 84 deg. of heat to- day; 96 
deg. is hot in Summer, they say. 

THE CHILDKEN 


Are only half dressed or entirely 
naked here, and not one quarter of 
them wear shoes. The houses are 
either thatched or covered with French 
tiles; no windows or floors for the poor. 
1 see coffee being sold here fur 25 cents 
per pooud that would not be worth 
three cents per pound in the United 
States. All good coffee is ship or 
sold, and that they cannot sell is con- 
sumed at bome, Oranges, bananas, 
and other tropical fruit are plentiful. 
The coffee is grown higher up.the 
river. I am in company with some 
Americans and wealt! y Spanish and 
they eat and drink all the time to ex- 
cess, while I am half sick to-day from 
a debavch of one glass of champagne 
last night and one cup of chocolate 
this morning. Physicians only get 
one dollar a visit here. It is no place 
for anyone except traders in the pro- 
duce of the country. Yours, 
Mavrice PRITCHARD.
